Master. As a testimony to Scripture doctrine and Christian experience, as a monu- 
ment of piety, a manual of devotion, anda bond of fellowship, it can never cease to be 
precions to all who chorish tho spirit of its authors, and wish well to that revival of 
religion of which they were the instruments; while, in instances almost innumerable, 
meoacnee fea have invested portions of its contents with tender, and even 
 pacred interes’ ’ 
' The Conference therefore determined that it should be retained in use, and, while
